We have received no less than seven 
letters froin different ‘correspondents in the Holy 
City, all of which claim for their writers a place 
amongst the rightcous, As we arc always open 
to conviction on reliable evidence, we may admit 
one of these days that modern: Macao fs a slight 
improvement on what we conceive ancient Go- 
morrah to have been in the days of Lot, One 
of our correspondents informs us that the officers 
of the Macao garrison have taken umbrage 
at our characterising ‘the military system of the 
colony as a‘ harlequinade. We are extremely 
sorry if the plain, honest truth offends our friends; 
but it is undoubtedly the truth that the military 
government of Macao is a‘harlequinade of a pro- 
nounced character, That, however, is the fault 


of the government—not, of the officers. ‘These. 


gentlemen have certain duties to perform, which 
ho doubt they do perform admirably ; but that

., THR ASSAULT ON, A, 

The case of assault preferred by the Rev, Dr, 
Giebler against A. P. Pereira, a clerk in Messrs, 
Butterfield & Swire's, came on this morning at 
the Police Court before Mr. Wodchouse, it being 
arranged that the cross-summions, Percira versus 
Giebler and two other priests to be pointed out 
by the former, should be taken with it, Mr, J. 
J. Francis appeared for Father Giebler, and Mr. 
Halmes, of Messrs. Stephens and. Holmes for 


on, mentioned that although, the cross-summions 
spoke of two other defendants to be pointed out 
by Mr. Pereira, no person had been pointed 
cout, there being only one defendant before 
the Court.—Mr. Holmes said he would like to 
know how that was.—Mr. Francis said perhaps 
his client would tell him.--Mr, Holmes said, after 
speaking to Mr, Pereira, that the latter was un- 
able to find them,—Mr. Francis then opened the 
case for Father Gicbler, and said the facts 
were very simple. Father Gicbler was oa 
Brazilian Catholic Clery man temporarily residing 
at the Mission House in Wellington Strect, and 
defendant was aclerk in Messrs, Butterfield & 
Swire’ss On Sunday morning the Father was 
coming down stairs about 9.30, having been 
called to the chapel. When near the foot of the 
stairs he saw defendant and another ‘walking up. 
and down in. the passage with their hats on. 
Father Giebler spoke to them and requested 
then to take their hats off. Defendant shrugged 
his shoulders and went down by the passage 
leading to the Church, Father Giebler remarked 
they were badly educated. Nothing further occur- 
redthen. Ahalfan hour afterwards Messrs, Pinto, 
Silva, Rocha and Scnor saw Mr. Pereira rush out 
ofa house in an excited state saying he was go- 
ing to have satisfaction, He rushed past them 
into. the mission house with a,stick in his hand 
and posted himself at the window in the passage, 
Atten o'clock as Father Giebler was coming down 
stairsto breakfast the defendantrushed athim with 
anuplified cane and said he wanted satisfaction 
for aninsultior words tothat effect, Father Gicb- 
ter took defendant's hat off, when Mr, Pereira 
struck’him' on the head with the cane and also 
struck him with his hand acrossthe face, Another 
priest and some Chinese rushed upon him and 
wrested the stick from bim. He charged Mr. 
Pereria with having without any provocation 
whatever, in a private house, most rudely behaved 
towards Father Giebler, half an hour afterwards 
going off, getting a stick and making a violent 
assault upon hin. Father Giebler committed 
no assault, but only took .off defendant's hat 
when he rushed toward him, The assault was 
throughly unprovoked and cold-blooded, and he 
(Mr: Francis), if he should succeed in proving his 
case, Would ask for a severe punishment on this’ 
young man, not only upon this account, but there 
were many young Portuguese here who exhibited 
similar feelings, to the prejudice of .good order 
in the Colony.—Mr. Holmes asked that all 
the witness on both sides be sent out of the Court, 
—Mr. Francis said he had no objection—Mr. 
Holmes then remarked that one of his witnesses 
had had a-fit and was not able to attend, and he 
might ask for an adjourhment.—Mr, Francis said’ 
that if there was guing to be an adjournment he

"EXECUTION OF THE GUN LASCAR 
MURDERER, :

‘Tika Rim, the private of the Gun Lascars who 
murdered the girl Lachmee at ‘the rear of 
McGregor's Barracks on the aoth of May, by 
‘splitting her skull open with a chopper, and:who 
was convicted and sentenced to death at the last 
Criminal Sessions of the Supereme Court, paid 
the penalty of his crime this morning inside the 
walls of Victoria Gaol. ~ One juryman at the 
trial recommended the prisaner to merciful con- 
‘sidcration, being of opinion that the man's loss of 
caste had driven him to desperation, but the 
murder was of too gross and cruel a, character for 
any hope to be entertained that mercy would be 
extended to the convict, and his Lordship the Chicf 
Justice, while promising to represent the recom- 
mendation in’ the proper. quarter, informed the 
prisoner he could hold out no hapes of mercy to 
him. A,considerable number of foreigners had 
assembled in the Gaol compound some time be- 
fore the hour fixed for the execution, and several 
hundreds of people, principally Chinese, were col- 
lected outside the Gaol in Arbuthnot Road, a de- 
tachment of Chinese policemen being drawn up in 
front of the building inthe road. When we arrived 
at the Gaol, active preparations were in progress 
on'the scaffold in fixing and testing the rope, 80 
thal it might not slip from the: cross-beam as it 
did on a former occasion, About a quarter tosix 
a detachment of police ‘arrived and formed two 
ranks, facing inward, along the space ‘leading to 
the scaffold, and soon afterwards the .convict, 
already pinloned, was brought down from hls 
cclland seated ona bench outside the Super- 
intendent’s Office. He had evidently taken some 
pains with his toilet, his hajt being neatly ar- 
ranged, and his appearance altogether ‘smart 
and spruce, He wore white pyjamas and 
kurta in Indian fashion, his feet being bare. 
He seemed quite cool’ and collected, a smile 
playing on his rather expressive features, as 
he replied to an interrogatory of Mr, Hayward 
as to whether the pinioning straps were all right, 
Got up as he was this morning, the convict was 
by no means a bad-looking fellow ; for an Indjan, 
indeed, we should say he was decidedly good- 
looking. The prison bell began to toll about 
six o'clock, when the prisoner was marched: 
to the scaffold between two wardera. He 
ascended the Indder quickly and fearlessly, 
the two warders accompanying him, the 
executioner, who followed him on to the scaff- 
-old, immediately proceeding to complete the 
pinioning by strapping the convict’s legs 
‘above the ankle, This finished, ‘the doomed 
man addressed_a few words in fis own language 
to the Indians in the compound, and then, tura- 
ing his head, to those in the crowd ‘outside the 
gaol in Arbuthnot Road. As faras we were able 
Jo ascertain, he spoke to the following éffect :— 
He began by saying he pardoned all his Indian 


friends for anything they might have done tohim, | 


and asked their pardon for his own faults, He 
lalfed, the girl,-but it was all ‘through’ a “man 
of his company named Moon Samee,. who’ 
had thus killed two people, the girl and himself. 
He was to have married the girl, and it was 
Moon Samee’s fault that. things turmed out 
as they did. He did ‘not have justice; 
people who had money received a different 
sort of justice” in Hongkong to people who. could 
not pay lawyers to get them off. What he had done 
he advised Indian people in the Colony not to do 
again; this was his last advicetothem, Having 
finished speaking, he said “all right” in English, 
ag an intimation that he ‘was ready to meet his. 
fate, which he did with the utmost coolness. The 
executioner then advanced and placed him in

proper position on the trap, inmuediately putting 
on the white cap, drawing it over the convict's 
face, stepping back a pace, and phicing his 
hand on the bolt ready to draw it, The 
Sheriff quickly gave the signal, when the:
